Application cf Concentrated Fertilizers. 

A subscriber to the Farmer asked for 
information in regard to the manner of 
application of superphosphates to potatoes 
and other crops. An answer in this issue 
may be too late to be of benefit at this 
time, either to him who makes the inquiry 
or to our other readers, yet possibly, on 
account of delay occasioned by the heavy 
rain-fall, there way be some planting still 
to be done, and since the question is raised 
it is proper to give it attention at the pres- 
time. It is never too late to learn, and 
hints of value, received now, can be carri«d 
t'll wanted. 

Commercial fertilizers should not be 
placed in contact with the seed, and for 
two reasons. Itis not needed in contact 
with the seed; and is quite liable to bea 
damage if placed there. Nature has sup- 
plied all seeds with the necessary material 
to start the germ into growth and main- 
tain that growth till the roots get started 
well cut into the soil. The plant nutrition 
contained inthe fertilizer, and needed by 
the plant, is taken up by the plant through 
its roots. The roots of the plant having 
extended out into the soil while the fer- 
tilizer was deposited under or immediately 
about the seed, the wants of the plant are 
not so well supplied as when the fertilizer 
has been scattered through the soil where 
the roots are at work. Many of our farmers, 
in fact, most of them, have in the past been 
making a mistake in making a deposit of 
the fertilizer used intoor direcily under 
the hill and ina compact mass. Not nearly 
the benefit has been derived from the quan- 
tity applied which would have been from 
a wider distribution, of the same. 

If you will go into the field and examine 
the roots of the young corn plant, as an 
example, in its early stages of growth, 
you will find that while the plant is but 
two or three inches in hight the roots have 
extended ten, twelve or more inches out 
into the soil. ‘This rapid extension of roots 
continues till, before the hoeing is com- 
pleted, they form a network of roots en- 
tirely over the field. The same is the case 
with other plants, though not all of them 
can be traced as easily as the corn. A mo- 
ment’s thought will show that a spoonful 
of fertilizer thrown down in a compact 
mass under the hill cannot be benefiting 
those plan‘’s to the extent that it would if 
scattered out into the soil where the roots 
are feeding. The proper way to use it, 
and the way we are always careful to carry 
out in our own practice, is to scatter it 
well round about the hill after the seed is 
dropped, and never in contact with the 
seed. Generally it will all be covered in 
the work of covering the seed, and if it is 
not, there need not be fears of loss. For 
grain applied broad cast at the time the 
seed is sown and mix with the surface 
soil in covering the grain. Lf not applied 
then it may be applied any time after the 
grain isup. Better if just before a rain. 

Ifa strong fertilizer is put in contact 
with the seed, there is danger that the seed 
will be destroyed; and if placed where the 
roots must pass through it in pushing down 
into the soil the vitality of the young plant 
will be greatly impaired if not entirely de- 
stroyed. The tender roots just starting out 
cannot bear the fiery mature of a concen- 
trated fertilizer when coming in contact 
with any considerable amount of it, and are 
“burned” by it. Not always is the life of 
the plant destroyed. Many times it looks 
sickly, and though it yet lives it still re- 
fuses to grow. An examination shows 
thata portion of the roots and the finer 
root-fibers are burned off by the fertilizer. 
The plant fails to thrive because of con- 
tact with too much of the material so es- 
sential to its growth. Many crops have 
been lost through this error. Much im- 
portance attaches to this question of the 
proper application of these concentrated 
manures. They are expensive, and even 
under their most intelligent use do not 
bring an extreme profit, while if used under

have furnished of the capacity for weather 
of this New England section of ours, We 
had two or three days of midsummer 
warmth, the mercury rising as high as 85 
degrees in the shade. Then came Memo- 
rial day, with the mercury in this city of 
Augusta at 42 degrees, followed by a me- 
morial frost at night, the mercury going 

low as 28 degrees. Ice formed half as 
thick as window glass.*In some exposed 
places the ground was frozen to a stiff 
crust. Inthe tier of towns in Northern 
Somerset the air was thick with the falling 
flakes of snow. Corn that had peeped its 
green head an inch or two above the earth, 
looked fearfully discouraged. All over 
the State there was a killing white frost, 
and in low lands there was a decided freeze 
which has killed tender vegetation. There 
was an equally severe frost Friday night, 
We noticed as we rode 
along the highway, Saturday morning, that 
the brakes and ferns by the wayside were 

















nebec county, sitting like a queen on the 
Messalonskee, with its some two thousand 
inhabitants, is one of these places. It isa 
thrifty mapufacturing place, a village of 
homes, where the majority of the people 
own their residences, and cultivate their 
owngardens. Thereis no stream of its size 
in New England that begins to have the 
water-power capacity of the Messalonskee. 
The distance from Snow pond to Rice 
bridge, below Oakland, is about two miles, 
and the total fall nearly one hundred and 
eleven feet. The largest fallin the series 
is the “Cascade,” the total fall of which 
is forty-four feet, in eight rods. The 
stream is about seventy feet wide and flows 
over the dam about one foot deep. Over 
sixty square miles of water surface are 
tributary to the water-power here, and the 
conditions for safety and a constant supply 
at all seasons of the year are first class. 
Within two miles of the outlet there are 
now seven dams withalarge amount of 
water-power yet unutilized. More scythes 
are produced here than at any other place the politicians 
in the world, and it stands second in its 
production of axes. The three large con- 
cerns who manufacture edge tools exten- 
sively are the Dunn Edge Tool Com- 
pany, the Hubbard & Blake Manufacturing 
Co., and Emerson, Stevens & Co. The 
Dunn Edge Tool Company manufacture 
yearly about 10,000 dozen scythes and 6000 
They are now shut down for 
afew months. They usually employ 150 
hands and disburse $5000 per month in 
Oakland. This concern own four of the 
dams and also the unimproved Cascade 
power which has a fall of forty feet. The 
Hubbard & Blake Manufacturing Company 
make scythes, axes, grass-hooks, hay- 
knives and rag cutters, and within two 
years have commenced the manufacture of 
hatchets on a large scale. 
make yearly about 6000 dozen scythes, 
6000 dozen axes, and have a capacity to 
make 9000 dozen hatchets of all varieties 
yearly. Onan average they give employ- 
ment to 80 hands. Emerson, Stevens & 
Co. manufacture yearly about 3500 dozen 
axes and 2800 dozen scythes, and employ 
This concern has twice 
or thrice been levelled by fire, but has 
always been rebuilt better than ever. 
Lyon, Bragg & Hubbard have extensive 
works there, comprising foundry, machine 
shop, and wood-working departments, 
They furnished all the bed plates and ma- 
chinery for the new fibre factory at Fair- 
field. Onan average they employ fifteen 
hands. Benjamin & Allen have also a 
foundry, machine shop and extensive 
wood working facilities. They make 
threshing machines, hay presses, etc. The 
machine work for the new Cascade Woolen 
Mills was done atthis establishment. They 
employ from 15 to 20 hands. J. Batchel- 
der & Son manufacture chairs and settees 
and turn out about 15,000 yearly, employ- 
A. B. Bates & Son have 
a large saw and planing mill and make 
boxes of various kinds. They saw yearly 
about 1,200,000 feet of lumber and use up 
about 400.000 logs. They employ ten 
hands. The new Cascade Woolen Mill. 
which began running just a year ago, for 
beauty of architecture and symmetry of 
proportions cannot well be beaten. It 
is a ten-set mill and is four stories besides 
the basement. On the top of the building 
isa large monitor drying room and the 
two towers have each one tank with a 
water capacity of 3000 gallons each. They 
manufacture ladies’ dress good in great 
variety and consume 1000 Ibs., of wool 
daily. They now employ 125 hands and 
make 40,000 yards of goods per month, 
with a pay roll of $3200 per month. The 
Company have now on hand a large 
amount of wool, which they will use for 
manufacturing purposes, and which they 
purchased at very satisfactory prices. A. 
J. Libby & Son havea shingle and grist 
mill and saw about 1,000,000 shingles year- 
ly and grind 6000 bushels of corn anda 
large amount of feed. Samuel Blaisdell 
has another grist mill which grinds a large 
amount of native wheat, corn and feeg. H.

It looks now as though 
the 8th would be ‘White Sunday,’ in fruit 
blossoms.” ‘These we have given are fair 
specimens of what occurred throughout 
the State. Happily, the general crops 
of farmers were not in a state of forward- 
ness to be damaged, and the disaster was 
quite generally confined to gardens and 
‘The most anxiety was felt for 
fruit blossoms; but the general opinion is 
that they were not ina sufficient state of 
forwardness to be injured. Otherwise 
there would have been a loss of thousands 
and thousands of dollars to the State of 
Maine.

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Our Crop Reports. 





We occupy a considerable portion of thi 
first page with the special crop reports fc 
June, furnished by our correspondent 
in every part of the State. In regan 
0 the important hay crop, the reports vary 
Taking them as a whole, however, we 
should judge that while there may not b 
such an abundant crop as the last two years 
it will be fully up to the average. There i; 
a large amount of hay left over. Stock 
came through the winter splendidly, anc 


nore attention is being given to the keep 
ing of stock, farmers seeing that it is for 
their interest to eat up their hay on the 
farm, and make their own manure. There 
is a failing off in the amount of potatoes 
planted, on account of the low price which 
has ruled this year, one of our corres. 
pondents predicting tbat next spring pota- 
toes will bring one cent each. This we 
think is a great mistake on the part of our 
farmers. Fruit trees blossomed well, and 
we have the unmistakable promise of the 
repetition of the abundant harvest of two 
years ago. More corn is being planted ; 
here is a slight decrease in the area o 
wheat sown. ‘The system of mixed hus 
andry is still pursued, no special crop 
seeming to take the lead. There has been 
4 strange and almost unaccountable fatality 
among the sheep. ‘The copious rains of the 
early spring retarded farming operations 
somewhat, and the recent froste nipped 
some of the early crops. ‘These seem to be 
he only drawbacks thus far. For the de 
tails, we invite our readers to a careful 
eading of the interesting letters of our 
orrespondents.

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June Butter. 


The standard of quality in butter is based 
on the properties given to it by the sweet, 


green grass of June. June butter is noted 
or its high color, for its delivious flavors 
and corresponding aroma, ar tino for its 
keeping qualities. It is not well detined 
where the color of butter comes from, and 
how we may always be able to obtain it 
without resort to artificlal means. We 
know that certain cows are characterized 
by a high color to their milk, and to their 
butter made from it. We know, too, that 
when cold weather is upon us and the cows 
| are confined to the dry fodders and inferior 
fodders provided at that season, that the 
wilk and butter are low downincolor. So, 
too, when the warmer sunshine of June re 
turns and the cows are turned to the sun-| 
shine, the warmth and the pasturage on | 
which is not secured at any other season, 
Just what gives that superior color 


the fresh, green grasses, a color is given 
whether it is the sunshine, Uhe temperature 
ur the green herbage, or whether it is the 
combination of all—ie not definitely known. 
Perhaps it makes no difference, for it js 
impossible to surround the cows with June 
onditions the twelve months through.
